The  epirit  of  tbe  law  is  discerned  in  the 
very  titio—  Bloomfield  Gat  Light  law — and 
la  section  fifth  which  speaks  of  the  stain 
pipm,  Ac.  tor  the  conveyance  of  tbe  gas. 

Tlie  Lottor  of  said  gas-light  law  clearly 
authorised  tbe  establishment  of  one  or 
won  lamp  districts  and  made  lull  provis¬ 
ion  for  all  measures  necessary  to  the  erect 
ton  of  posts,  tbe  affixing  of  lauierot  and 
tbs  (applying  of  gas  (or  other)  light  and 
mads  it  the  duty  of  the  Town  Committee 
to  ascertain  the  coat  yearly,  and  of  the 
Aaaea  or  to  apportion  it  in  the  annual  taz 
levy  as  other  taxes  are  apportioned. 

In  accordance  with  this  law  the  formei 
town  committee,  deferentially  quaking  in 
ttb*lr  boots  under  certain  intiuidatiog  in¬ 
fluences,  and  vaunting  threats  of  resistance 
to  the  collection  ot  tax  bills,  after  palaver¬ 
ing  over  it  for  weeks  and  dickering  with 
the  director*  of  the  gas  company  till  the 
patience  of  everybody  was  severely  tested, 
finally  entered  into  a  contract  on  conces 
alone  and  conditions  more  lavorable  than 
any  other  town  similarly  circumstanced 
bad  ever  obtained.  Tbe  gas  company 
were  required  to  lay  seven  or  eight  mites  of 
main  pipe  at  an  expense  of  some  $40,000. 
just  where  the  town  committee  ordered, 
oo vering  long  reaches  where  private  con¬ 
sumers  could  not  be  looked  for.  What 
was  the  agreement  between  tbe  partiwt 
Tbe  eepretted  contract,  it  is  allowed,  was 
for  one  year,  but  the  implied  contract,  the 
(aril  understanding,  was  for  an  indefin.te 
period,  as  long  as  tbe  Company  would 
continue  tbe  aervice  on  equitable  terms,  at 
reasonable  price,  and  subject  to  such  fair 
conditions  as  the  town  might  from  time  to 
time  impose. 

It  ia  pertinent  to  our  argument  to  stale 
hern,  what  ia  not  perhaps  generally  known, 
as  an  evidence  of  the  spirit  and  under¬ 
standing  of  the  law  and  the  agreement, 
that  within  n  short  time  back,  tbe  present 
town  committee  ordered  tbe  Gas  Company 
to  lay  down  another  half  mile  of  main 
pip.  at  a  fresh  cost  of  $1,000. 

Who.  we  repent  it,  imagined  that  Bloom¬ 
field  could  so  stu  tify  itself,  or  could  possi¬ 
bly  be  so  blind  to  its  reputation  and  inter- 
sat,  —  that  its  town  council  would  suppose 
its  honest  hearted  and  intelligent  people 
could  suffer  that  vexed  but  settled  question 
to  be  opened  again  ?  - 

It  was  well  known  that  the  result  of 
that  gas  controversy  was  the  discomfiture 
of  certain  prominent  citizens  who  had  u  t 
their  hearts  on  frustrating  the  operation  of 
that  law;  but  it  was  expected  that  when 
the  verdict  was  given  they  would  be  manly 
enough  and  republican  enough  to  yield 
graocfally  to  the  reign  of  law  and  the  dom¬ 
inance  of  public  opinion. 

Therefore,  we  feel  it  incumbent  on  us  (o 
any  that  the  dogmatical  "  rule  or  ruin  "  at¬ 
titude  assumed  by  some  members  of  the 
council,  brings  vividly  to  our  recollection 
certain  distasteful  things  associated  with 
the  town  meeting  and  town  election  last 
Spring  which  we  wonld  gladly  have  con 
signed  to  oblivion.  Ws  would  admonish 
them  that  after  diligent  Investigation,  we 
nan  discover  no  special  qualifications  or 
merits  by  which  they  have  earned  a  pre 
script!  va  right  to  run  the  town  council.  If 
vs  look  for  sagacity  or  foresight  ;  for  in 
dependent  judgment,  founded  on  experl 
once  or  fortified  by  sound  sense  and  invin 
dble  reason ;  for  unselfish  aims,  generona 
munificence,  magnanimous  feelings,  en¬ 
larged  views,  liberal  policy,  we  era  com¬ 
pelled  to  — y  with  regret  that  they  are  n-H 
sufficiently  apparent  to  elicit  our  admira-

Already  wa  have 
hoard  do— aging  Insinuations  and  remarks, 
upon  our  principle*,  nur  eharac-

WHAT  IS  THE  PROPER  WORK  OP 
THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  t 

ni. 

Thu  main  work  of  the  public  school  aa 
eatablietud  by  the  State,  being  to  give  a 
thorough  instruction  in  the  so-called  fun 
damcntal  branches ;  it  being  also  left  to 
the  districts  to  supplement  that  education 
ua  liberally  as  their  ability  and  wishes  may 
desire;  it  remains  to  inquire,  what  work 
should  be  done  in  the  higher  departments 
or  schools.  In  cities  the  subjects  on  which 
pupils  are  examined  for  admission  to  the 
High  School,  are,  generally,  spelling,  read' 
ing,  writing,  geography,  grammar,  arith¬ 
metic,  and  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  The  commoffprinc  plea  of  book¬ 
keeping  and  Koglish  com  pc  si  lion  should 
be  included  in  theee  subjects.  The  aim  of 
tbe  High  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  School— to  mako  intelligent  and  use¬ 
ful  men  and  women,  whose  influence  will 
befell  in  a  wider  circle  and  for  more  ex¬ 
tended  good,  than  those  who  are  confined 
to  a  shorter  course  of  instruction.  This 
idea  should  be  prominent  in  every  pro 
gi  sin  me  of  study.  Notwithstanding  our 
vaunted  modern  progress,  there  are  some 
principles,  —  old  aa  mankind,  and  as  set¬ 
tled  aa  the  everlasting  hilla.  One  of  theee 
ia  that  Children  ihould  be  taught  thote 
thing!  which  they  will  need  when  they  become 
men  and  women. 

The  first  subject,  then,  it  a  knowledge  of 
their  physical  system,  and  tbe  laws  of 
bodily  health.  We  place  this  first,  al¬ 
though  the  reader  doubtless  is  disappoint¬ 
ed  in  not  reading  “  intellectual  ’’  or  “  mor¬ 
al  B  instead  of  “  physical  ”  and  “  bodily.’’ 
But  we  hold  that  the  moral  and  intellectual 
are  so  dependent  on  the  body,  that  they 
cannot  be  sound  unleu  the  body  ia  so. 
Nearly  2,000  years  ago,  Juvenal  wrote: 
‘•We  should  pray  that  our  children  may 
have  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body ;”  tbe 
constant  quotation  of  thii  passage  proves 
that  its  doctrine  is  uni  vena  lly  accepted. 
But  more  than  this  :  our  field  of  vision 
must  not  include  our  family  or  neighbor¬ 
hood  alone  ;  it  should  extend  at  least  far 
enough  to  embrace  our  nation,  and  look 
forward  to  its  perpetuation.  The  great 
Teacher  went  farther,  and  included  the 
whole  race  of  man. 

The  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  bodily 
health  of  the  pupil,  was  the  subject  of  dis¬ 
cussion  at  a  recent  meeting  of  tbe  State 
Teachers'  Association.  The  sentiment 

(which  seemed  to  be  the  general  one)  was 
there  expressed,  that  as  the  teacher  had  no 
control  over  the  food  and  clothing  of  the 
children,  his  ^lationa  to  its  bodily  health 
were  confined  to  a  sufficient  supply  of 
fresh  air.  Tbe  discussion  thereupon  was 
limited  to  the  subject  of  ventilation— a 
very  important  one,  undoubtedly.  But 
this  la  making  the  teacher's  sphere  too 
contracted.  His  influence  in  matters  of 
hygiene  can  be  felt  in  every  family  repre¬ 
sented  in  his  school  :  particularly  through 
members  of  the  High  School. 

The  genera)  principles  of  Physiology 
and  Hygiene  should,  then,  be  practically 
taught.  No  child  should  leave  this  depart 
ment  without  knowing  the  uses  of  the 
various  organs  of  the  body  ,  tbe  geoeial 
laws  of  digestion  and  dietetics;  the  im¬ 
portance  of  regular  and  temperate  living ; 
in  fine,  tbe  laws  of  physical  health.  They 
should  know  that  low  grounds,  cellars 
cantaining  decaying  matter,  filthy  holes 
around  a  house — everything  that  ia  not 
pure  and  clean— breeds  pestilence,  causing 
disease  or  AenffiT 

This  is  the  least  that  our  high  school 
students  should  learn  of  this  subject.  It 
were  well  for  them  to  understand  the  nature 
ot  the  imin,  IU  relation  to  the  rest  of  the 
body,  and  something  of  its  action  as  the 
organ  through  which  the  mind  works 
Now  we  place  these  matters  before  the 
study  of  algebra,  geometry,  Latin,  German, 
or  any  other  oi  the  other  branches ;  be¬ 
cause  they  are  of  more  real  value  to  men. 
If  carefully  taught,  they  can  also  be  the 
means  of  thorough  mcutal  discipline. 

Children,  under  able  and  judicious  in¬ 
struction,  will  thus  have  Intelligent  ideas 
regarding  the  location,  ventilation  and 
warming  of  building* ;  proper  food  and 
clothing,  habits  of  exercise  and  rest — of 
tbe  brain  aa  well  aa  muscle* ;  in  fine,  of 
what  pertains  to  bodily  health. 

Tbe  importance  of  thW  matter  haa  led 
us  to  give  it  more  spnee  than  we*  intended. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  postpone  a  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  other  high  school  branch—  till 
another  number.

The  law  which  authorize#  regular  Town 
Meeting*  to  vote  appropriations  of  money 
for  public  purpose*,  and  specifically  for 
schools,  for  poor,  for  road*,  Ac.,  at  the 
same  time  imperatively  directs  the  Town 
Assessor  to  put  the  sum  so  voted  into  the 
tax  levy  tor  the  year,  and  to  apportion  it 
pro  rata  on  the  property  ol  tbe  town  (or  the 
district,  aa  the  case  may  be)  and  empower# 
the  Collector  to  collect  tbe  same,  in  the 
—me  manner  and  at  the  same  time  aa  oth¬ 
er  taxes. 

Our  Bloomfield  Town  Meeting  last 
Spring  voted  an  appropriation  of  $3,000 
for  Roads.  There  was  a  general  understand' 
ing  at  tho  Republican  Primary  Meeting  that 
four  fifths  oi  that  sum  should  be  held  tor 
grading  streets  where  Telford  pavement 1 
should  be  applied  for  according  to  the  new  1 
street  improvement  law.  But  it  was  evi 
dent  that  that  understanding  in  a  party 
meeting  did  not  bind  the  voters  at  the- 
election.  The  money  being  voted  ior  roade 
without  specification  oi  any  particular  ap 
plication,  tbe  Assessor  has  no  optiou  in  the 
matter;  the  money  must  go  into  the  tax 
levy  and  be  collected  as  other  tax—  are.—. 
The  Town  Committee  alouc  have  power  to 
discriminate  as  to  its  proper  and  special 
us—. 

Tho  public  meeting  which  our  A— sor, 
tinder  erroneous  views,  as  we  plainly  point¬ 
ed  out  at  the  time  (our  issue  of  August  15), 
thought  would  justify  him  in  withholding 
$4,000  of  the  road  money  from  the  tax  levy, 
he  finds  out,  on  application  to  “Counsel 
learned  in  the  law,"  can  have  no  weight  at 
all. 

It  seems  ob  ioux  that  the  action  of  a  re¬ 
gular  Town  Meeting  is  a  deliberate  act, 
sod,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  special 
Act  of  the  legislature,  is  limited  in  its 
bearings  to  the  current  year.  And  further, 
that  after  having  been  taken,  it  cannot  be 
recalled.  Hence  this  voted  appropriation 
must  be  assessed  and  collected  and  may  be 
used  for  any  road  repairs  that  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Town  Committee  shall  be  ex¬ 
pedient.

»e»,  •  simple  “reck  o’  bones,”  on  which  the 
crow*  hsd  for  some  time  held  a  mortgage, 
and  laziness  is  a  mild  term  to  be  applied 
to  them.  The  motion  of  th*  cart  wa*  pa~ 
cullar ;  at  the  earn*  time,  it  w*a  convulsive¬ 
ly  vertical,  longitudinal,  rocking,  enrging 
lateral  and  jerking  I  A#  ties  globular  pro¬ 
tuberance,  at  the  summit  oi  a  man’s  body 
could  not  simultaneously  obey  th*  momen¬ 
tum  given  to  tbe  main  trank,  by  the  vio¬ 
lent  action  and  agiUtion  of  tbe  Vehicle,  the 
nerve*,  the  tendons,  sinews  and  muscles 
of  the  connecting  link,  were  burdened  to 
their  utmost  capacity,  to  retain  tlime  ten 
important  parts  ot  the  body  in  proper  po¬ 
sition.
